1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Weatherly in view of Berte (newly cited). Weatherly discloses the basic claimed subject 
matter including a method of forming a hull with a main body 10, directly coupling a 
plurality of hull independent hull portions, such as 46 and 54, to the main body, each 
hull portion being of less length than the main body, and each hull portion having a 
different length. While the bodies 10 and 46 are buoyant, Weatherly does not disclose 
a buoyant rudder 54. Berte teaches a buoyant rudder 204 (column 12, lines 43-45, for 
example). It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to form the rudder of Weatherly to be buoyant as taught by 
Berte to allow control in all wave conditions (note column 12, lines 53-60, of Berte, for 
example). 

3. Claims 8-1 6 and 24 are allowed. 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 8 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this OfTice action.
